Area doctors met with the Director of Nursing last Tuesday to 
address hospital closure reports that continue to surface. 

“We wanted to have something put out to the community to dispel 
some of the unsubstantiated rumors that have been going around,” 
Dr. Richard James said last week. “Specifically that the hospital is 
going to be closed. We want to reassure patients in the community 
that the emergency is still open and still being run 24 hours a day. 
There are doctors on call 24 hours a day, 365 days a year.” 

Dr. James said that the recent addition of Dr. Holder in addition 
to rotation coverage by doctors from Carstairs and Crossfield at the 
Didsbury hospital means “we still have the manpower here.” 

“We’ve got three [doctors] in Didsbury,” James said, “[and] Dr. 
Collingridge in Crossfield and Dr. Quereshi in Carstairs, so there’s 
five of us who share call which, for the size of Didsbury, is sufficient, 
really.” 

Regarding the issue of attracting and keeping doctors in the area, 
Dr. James said that in his case, the latitude of challenge in a rural 
practice afforded one of several motivations. 

“There is more variety [in comparison to a city practice],” Dr. 
James said. 

“And with a more stable population you get to know your patients 
better. It’s a good place to raise a family in a quiet friendly town with 
easy access to the city.”

A release from the Health Sci¬ 
ences Association of Alberta dated 
Februrary 27, 1997 read as follows: 

Health Sciences Association of 
Alberta (HSAA) President 
Elisabeth Ballermann said that 
HSAA has been trying to negoti¬ 
ate a first Collective Agreement 
for the past year. Like all health 
care employees in the province, 
health unit employees in Regions 
3 and 5 have not received a salary 


increase in the last four (4) years, 
and, like all other health care 
workers in the province, took a 5 
percent salary reduction in 1994. 

Community Health staff are 
not asking for wage increases of 
between 10 per cent and 27 per 
cent. 

They are trying to keep their 
existing salary and benefits. What 
is fact is that some employees will 
see a decrease of between 10 per 


cent and 27 per cent in their ben¬ 
efits if they accept the employer's 
latest offer. 

The employer continues to 
refuse to offer the same benefits 
to home support workers that 
they have to professional and 
technical employees. 

Ballermann says, "All members 
in a bargaining unit are entitled 
to the same benefits, regardless 
of what kind of work is performed 


for the employer. Unequal ben¬ 
efits are indefensible." 

In addition, the employer's last 
position for benefits and salary is 
also less than what they are giv¬ 
ing non-union employees.

Health Care Guild settles 


After marathon negotiations be¬ 
tween the Canadian Health Care 
Guild and the Provincial Health 
Authorities, a settlement was 
reached at 6:30 am., March 3. The 
agreement will be taken to the mem¬ 
bership for a ratification vote. 

Non-monetary terms include im¬ 


provements in lay-off and recall, pro¬ 
bationary language, and accelerated 
incremental advancement for part- 
time and casual employees. The Li¬ 
censed Nurses, OperatingRoom 
Technicians and Orthopedic Tech¬ 
nicians will receive a four percent 
increase in the first year and three 


percent increases in each of the 
second and third years of the agree¬ 
ment Nursing Attendants and Per¬ 
sonal Care Attendants in year one 
of the agreement will receive a 5.1 
per cent one-time payment. In year 
two, they will receive a 1.3 percent 
one-time payment and 2.8 per cent 


increase on the pay grid. In the 
third year of the agreement these 
employees will receive a 1.6 per¬ 
cent increase on the pay grid. The 
agreement which is effective from 
April 1,1997 through to March 21, 
2000, averts a strike vote sched¬ 
uled for March 4.

A press release issued by Re¬ 
gional Health Authority 5 re¬ 
ceived by the Review read as fol¬ 
lows: 

Health Authority 5 received 
notice last Tuesday morning that 
staff represented by the Health 
Sciences Association of Alberta 
(HSAA) voted to go on strike. 
Every effort will be made to en¬ 
sure that community care is not 
disrupted in the event they choose 
to take strike action. 

We were informed that out of 
60 support workers, only 30 
voted, and out of 18 profession¬ 
als, only 11 voted. 

The Union is asking for wage 
increases of between 10 per cent 
and 27 per cent, and vacation of 
four weeks after one year of em¬ 
ployment. 

Staff positions involved in the 
strike include clerical, dental 
hygiene, psychology, public 
health inspection, community re¬ 
habilitation therapy and commu¬ 
nity home support. 

The HSAA rejected the em¬ 
ployers' best offer on January 21, 
1997. That offer included terms 
and conditions consistent with 
what the majority of hospital 
workers in similar positions are 


receiving, and with other agree¬ 
ments across the province. Jobs 
that involve the same work are 
being moved toward the same 
wages, benefits and other condi¬ 
tions of employment, in order to 
integrate community and hospi¬ 
tal based health services in the 
regions. 

For some staff, including the 
majority of home support work¬ 
ers, the offer would mean an in¬ 
crease in wages. 

Where the proposal would re¬ 
sult in lower wages for commu¬ 
nity staff, the region proposed no 
change in their wages until the 
end of the agreement.

Tax me, I'm Canadian

In the 1993 federal election 
the Liberals promised to "scrap," 
"kill," and "abolish" the GST. 
Their heralded Red Book com¬ 
mitted to no tax increases. 

It's now 1997, and it's clear 
the Liberals have not kept their 
word. 

Yet, when Finance Minister 
Paul Martin rose in the House 
of Commons to present his 1997/ 
98 Budget, he unabashedly 
boasted "...we were determined 
to put a halt to spiralling taxes. 
And we have." 

Huh!? Since 1993, Mr. Mar¬ 
tin's Liberals have raised taxes 
18 times and eliminated or re¬ 
duced 17 tax deductions. Does 
he think we don't remember he's 
taking more from us at the gas 
pump or through lower RRSP 
contribution limits? Each 
sneaky, underhanded, nickel- 
and-dime tax hike eats away at 
disposable incomes. Any sane 
Canadian knows that Mr. Mar¬ 
tin has indeed raised taxes. 

Consider another statement 
in this year's budget speech: "In 
not one of our budgets has there 
been an increase in personal 
income taxes." 

True, the rates haven't 
changed. But income tax rev¬ 
enues have soared, partially be¬ 


cause tax brackets, which are 
indexed to change only when 
inflation runs above 3 per cent, 
have not shifted since 1992. 
Thousands of Canadians whose 
incomes rose above the bottom 
$29,500 cut-off level have seen 
their tax rates jump from 26 per 
cent to 40 per cent. This 
"bracket creep" has added about 
$2.5 billion to the government's 
coffers. 

And income taxes are just 
the top of the iceberg. Have you 
and your employer got another 
$700 to cough up for increased 
Canada Pension Plan (CPP) 
premiums? That's the amount 
by which Mr. Martin raised 
them just four days prior to his 
budget in which he claimed not 
to have raised taxes! 

Tax increases hurt working 
families. Average after-tax fam¬ 
ily incomes have fallen by $3,000 
since the beginning of the dec¬ 
ade. That's why consumer con¬ 
fidence is down, household debt 
is up, and retailers are hurting. 

Tax increases hinder employ¬ 
ment growth. Higher CPP con¬ 
tributions will discourage hir¬ 
ing. A 1995 Bank of Canada 
study found that federal and 
provincial payroll tax increases 
between 1989 and 1993 may 
have killed 130,000 Canadian 
jobs. 

The Liberal's claim that they 
have decreased the deficit by 


reducing spending and manag¬ 
ing prudently is nonsense. Rev¬ 
enue increases - taxpayers - have 
been the real workhorses. 

When the Liberals came to 
office in 1993, the government 
spent $158 billion, took in $116 
billion, leaving a deficit of $42 
billion. Four years later, the 
government still spends $155 
billion (includes $3 billion con¬ 
tingency reserve), but now takes 
in $138 billion, for a deficit of 
$17 billion. Spending is down 
$3 billion, revenues are up $22 
billion, and the deficit is $25 
billion smaller. 

Certainly there have been 
cuts to program spending. But 
reducing transfers to the prov¬ 
inces accounts for 70 per cent of 
these. And the expenditure re¬ 
ductions have barely kept pace 
with the growth in public debt 
interest, which has gone from 
$38 billion (1993/94) to $46 bil- 
lion(1997/98). The Liberals 
have traded program spending 
for interest spending by adding 
$100 billion to the debt. 

They have refused to substan¬ 
tially reduce total spending. In¬ 
stead, they have killed jobs and 
wealth creation by hiking taxes 
in a furtive manner - all the while 
pretending they haven't. It's time 
for the Liberals free ride to end, 
for them to face the music for 
their string of broken promises 
and tax increases. 


CPP reforms - Official madness

Ecuador's eccentric presi¬ 
dent, popularly known as El 
Loco, was fired recently for 
"mental incapacity". What a 
novel concept! Some Cana¬ 
dian policians would not sur¬ 
vive the same test, judging by 
the lamebrained solutions 
they occasionally propose. 

Paul Martin, the man who 
gives the Liberal Party its 
credibility, laid an egg right 
before releasing his stay-the- 
course budget last week. He 
announced a "fix" for the 
Canada Pension Plan. 

The gnomes who concocted 
this "fix" should meet El Loco. 
Demontrating an incredible 
lack of imagination, they came 


up with a laughable predict¬ 
able response to a failing gov¬ 
ernment program -pour more 
money into it by cranking up 
taxes. 

The shaky government pen¬ 
sion scheme, first imposed in 
1966, followed a model popu¬ 
lar in those dreamy days, one 
characterized by compulsion, 
universality and monopoly. 
Those who started early in the 
plan cashed in big, seven times 
their contributions. Benefits 
began to exceed contributions 
in 1985, and another warning 
signal sounded in the spring 
of 1995, when the pension plan 
first tapped into its invest¬ 
ment fund to maintain cur¬ 
rent payments. 

Over those ten years of im¬ 
balance, interest on the fund 




covered the shortfall. But no 
more. 

The rate of return on the 
fund is an issue in itself. The 
CPP was intentionally crafted 
to act as a slush fund. The 
funds were loaned out at be¬ 
low market rates to the prov¬ 
inces so they could finance 
their debts. Now $40 billion, 
this fund exists only on paper, 
in obscure provincial balance 
sheets. The real money was 
spent long ago. And promises 
to present and future retirees 
amount to almost $600 billion. 

In the 1980's, private in¬ 
vestments grew at an average 
14.5 per cent per year, while 
the CPP fund realized only 9.7 
per cent. If Canadians had 
invested their CPP premiums 
privately, without the "help" 
of the politicians, most would 
have substantial pensions to 
retire on. 

Now baby boomers see it 
evaporating in the heat of de¬ 
mographic and actuarial real¬ 
ity. In order to keep their 
foolish promises, our politi¬ 
cians now want us to throw 
more money into the furnace. 

Ignoring abundant evidence 


that payroll taxes destroy ex¬ 
isting jobs and prevent new 
employment, Ottawa chose to 
increase Canada Pension pre¬ 
miums by nearly 75 per cent, 
even though most actuarial 
models say it will take much 
more than that to save the 
plan. And they added a pa¬ 
thetic new twist. To shore up 
public confidence in their "fix" 
they will appoint a 12-man 
panel to invest the money in 
private securities instead of 
government debt. 

This is truly official madness. 
Try keeping politics out of in¬ 
vesting this money. At worst, 
the central planners will get their 
failure-prone fingers on it and 
invest it in domestic stocks, stra¬ 
tegic industries, special prov¬ 
inces, etc. Empowered with a 
pile of cash and no accountabil¬ 
ity, this tribunal will inspire pub¬ 
lic contempt. 

Real security for retirees 
lies elsewhere. Chile dissolved 
its state pension scheme in 
1981 and required all workers 
to place a portion of their in¬ 
comes into any of 20 compet¬ 
ing private pension plans. 
Each operates to equivalent 



of a highly diversified mutual 
fund that invests in stocks, 
bond and government debt. 
Workers are free to switch 
plans if they wish. This cre¬ 
ates competitive pressure on 
the plans to maximize returns, 
improve customer service and 
lower commissions. 

Performance explodes when 
government removes itself 
from running things. After 14 
years, the privatized, competi¬ 
tive system pays old age pen¬ 
sions 40 to 50 per cent higher 
than the old state system. 
Survivor and disability pen¬ 
sions are 70 to 100 per cent 
higher. The savings fuel in¬ 
vestment and jobs. Chile's sav¬ 
ings rate in now 26 per cent of 
GNP. The economy grows 
seven per cent per year, twice 
the rate when the state ran 
the pension plan. Unemploy¬ 
ment is below five per cent. 

That sort of success is pos¬ 
sible here too. Just expand 
the RRSP program and get the 
political apparatus out of our 
pensions. It will never hap¬ 
pen as long as politicians in¬ 
sist on taking our money and 
running with it.

Bespecting neighbor's rights 


Dear Editor: 

Farming is an interesting 
occupation - as much as it’s a 
way to make money, it’s also 
a way of life. A big part of 
that way of life cherished by 
farmers is the sense of com¬ 
munity created through dec¬ 
ades of neighbors helping 
neighbors, neighbors respect¬ 
ing the right of the people 
next door to enjoy their prop¬ 
erty, and neighbors being 
honest and fair in their deal¬ 
ings with each other. 

The multi-million dollar 
question facing industrial hog 
operations is how they can be¬ 
come good neighbors. If the 
industry hopes to find accept¬ 
ance in rural Alberta rather than 
continuous opposition it’s go¬ 
ing to have to adapt to the val¬ 
ues of the communities in which 
it wants to operate. 

What are the challenges it 
faces? 

A major problem is obvi¬ 
ously odor. According to 
studies south of the border 
odors from industrial hog 
barns have forced their 
neighbors to significantly 
alter their lifestyles. It’s put 
an end to outdoor barbecues, 
children playing outside and 
adult outdoor activities. 

Waste run-off is also a ma¬ 
jor social problem. Aside from 
contaminating well water, it 
also pollutes streams, ruin¬ 
ing community recreational 
opportunities like swimming 
or fishing. The nutrients in 
hog waste encourages the 
growth of green algae, which 


chokes oxygen out of water. 
The end result is a slime cov¬ 
ering waterways. 

A third challenge is in deal¬ 
ing with loss of control many 
people feel when there’s up¬ 
heaval in the community. 
New facilities bring declines 
in property values, traffic 
problems and changes in the 
local agricultural mix. 

The industrial hog corpo¬ 
rations can take a lesson from 
the petroleum industry on 
how to meet these challenges. 
A good case study is the con¬ 
struction of the Shell 
Caroline gas plant in the late 
1908s and early 1990s. In 
proposing the gas plant Shell 
met with some major opposi¬ 
tion for local residents, com¬ 
munities and even outside en¬ 
vironmentalists. They re¬ 
sponded to the challenge by 
organizing community 
groups who could tell them 
what was necessary to make 
the project acceptable. 

The groups told Shell they 
needed assurances that the 
plant wouldn’t foul the wa¬ 
ter, air and surrounding 
property. Shell responded by 
installing modern environ¬ 
mental technology in their 
plant, including a flaring 
stack that burned 99.4 per 
cent clean. Then they put air 
testing stations surrounding 
the plant to monitor dis¬ 
charge. They put water well 
testing sites around the 
plant. They formed a re¬ 
search committee to investi¬ 
gate whether sour gas devel-

Grain rail delays cost farmers 65 million 


rage costs. Demurrage is a penalty 
paid to ship owners for loading de¬ 
lays. As well, it's expected farmers 
will be unable to sell $285 million of 
this year's crop, and will have to wait 
until the 1997-98 crop year for this 
revenue. 

The Advisory Committee has 


way targets despite the fact there is a 
full complement of rail cars in the 
fleet, abundant grain stocks at coun¬ 
try elevators and ample space at port 
elevators. 

Inferior performance by the rail¬ 
ways is costing farmers at least $65 
million in lost revenue and demur- 


The railways must give grain the 
same priority they give other bulk 
commodities, says the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to the Canadian Wheat Board. 
While the railways say all commodi¬ 
ties have experienced transportation 
difficulties this winter, the evidence 
does not seem to back up their claims. 
As ofTuesday, February 11,43 ships 
were waiting at the West Coast ports 
for grain. In contrast, the Vancouver 
Port Corporation said two ships were 
waitingforooal, two ships were wait- 
ingfor sulfur, and none were waiting 
for sale or potash. 

"I would definitely say farmers 
are gettingthe short end of the stick," 
said Committee member Bill 
Nicholson. "While other commodi¬ 
ties seem to have caught up after the 
weather problems we experienced 
earlier in the winter, grain move¬ 
ment through the West Coast is the 
worst it has ever been in a non-strike 
situation." 

Grain exports through the west 
coast are considerably short of rail- 


written letters to Canadian National 
and Canadian Pacific Railways ask¬ 
ing that immediate action be taken 
to correct the transportation prob¬ 
lems. While the railways responded 
that they are working on the prob¬ 
lems, the situation has not improved. 

"If tliis is how a deregulated sys¬ 


tem is going to work. Western Cana¬ 
dian farmers will have no part of it," 
said Vice-Chairman Terry Hanson, 
adding that those responsible should 
be paying the demurrage. "Public 
pressure is not enough. Maybe if 
those responsible had to pay the bill, 
it would improve our service."

Reader wants student funding to schools revamped 


Dear Editor: 

As an educator in the inde¬ 
pendent school system since 
1982, I have tracked, first hand, 
the government’s behavior re¬ 
garding fair and just funding for 
all students in Alberta. When it 
comes to parents choosing to 
send their children to independ¬ 
ent schools, fair and just fund¬ 
ing falls by the wayside. 

For some strange reason, over 
two-thirds of the eligible fund¬ 
ing is not granted to independ¬ 
ent school supporters. The ex¬ 
cuses for the behavior by the 
department of education are at 
best, feeble. Full funding money 
is available, it’s just being with¬ 
held. 

So what can an ordinary tax- 
paying citizen like me do? Well 
I can hope that after the elec¬ 
tion, the Minister of Education 
will allocate some more of my 
tax dollars towards the educa¬ 
tional funding of my children. 

This will not happen based on 
what the Education Minister, 
Gary Mar, said on a Calgary 
talk show on February 7. In 
response to a caller’s question 
regarding the possibility of fairer 
funding going towards his pa¬ 
rental choice, Gary Mar re¬ 


sponded as follows: “no plans at 
this time, you know. . . I think 
that it’s great to have that choice 
to be able to do that but, my 
strong opinion... private schools 
are private and at this time I 
have no plans to change the 
funding laws.” 

So there you have it. It 
doesn’t look too promising for 
independent school supporters - 
once again. You can look for¬ 
ward to paying property taxes to 
support tuition rates to support 
your parental right of choice. 
Just doesn’t seem right. 

The P.C. government wants 
you on Ralph’s team, meaning, 
they want your vote, but after¬ 
wards they have no intention, 
according to Mr. Mar, of reform¬ 
ing the funding. The Liberals 
certainly won’t listen to our con¬ 
cerns and far be it from the NDs 
to even consider the funding of 
independent schools. So what is 
a citizen concerned about this 
matter supposed to do? There is 
an alternative. Consider voting 
for the Social Credit Party. The 
Social Credit Party of Alberta 
has declared that school fund¬ 
ing will be reformed immediately 
in such a way that every child 
will come under a “voucher” 


system in Alberta. Simply stated, 
this means that full funding will 
follow every child to the school 
of choice regardless of label - be 
that public, Catholic, private, 
independent, Jewish or special 
needs. No more “penalizing” 
parental choice. Finally, an al¬ 
ternative to the inadequate fund¬ 
ing scenarios of the past 20 years. 
Let the reformed order in educa¬ 
tional funding be realized . . . 
you have one vote with which to 
make a statement. By all means 
on March 11 - vote.

When my Mom was a bit past 85 she began experiencing 
periods of extreme exhaustion, dizziness, nausea and short¬ 
ness of breath. In the hospital at Ponoka, with the support and 
advice of family, friends and hospital staff whom she knew 
well, Mom decided to try a pacemaker. They don't do pacemak¬ 
ers at Ponoka so some of us went with her, by ambulance, to 
Red Deer. Some of the others came by car and we made quite 
a little accompanying convoy. Mom was an important and 
beloved member of a large close family and by this time of her 
life she was used to a good deal of care and attention. She was 
apprehensive about the procedure but she was very alert and 
knew what was happening and where she was. 

Old ladies with life threatening heart problems go into the 
Intensive Care Unit and their families are ushered into a side 
room where they are briefed on ICU protocol. Then, only after 
calling the ICU desk for permission, one may visit the patient 
for a very short period. On my assigned visit a bright, pretty, 
young nurse bustled into Mom's cubicle and said that she was 
Mom's special nurse and wished to be made aware of Mom's 
likes and dislikes in regard to food, pillows, which side she 
slept on, any worries she might have, did she like her hair 
brushed, back rubbed, etc. It sounded wonderful and I was 
pleased to think that Mom would be so well and carefully 
tended by this angel of mercy who would make such an effort 
to cater to her well being. I went home quite reassured about 
my Mothers caregivers. When I went back the next day the 
special angel was gone and we never saw her again. 

Mom was on the ICU floor for eight days and during that 
time some of us visited every day. It was especially difficult for 
Dad because at 87 he was using a wheelchair and getting him 
back and forth from Red Deer to Ponoka was a big undertaking 
but when a couple has been together for 64 years they draw 
strength from togetherness and wither away when they are 
separated. It had taken a while for the pacemaker to "seat" and 
Mom was on quite a lot of medication so she was a bit groggy 
but well aware of what was happening and where she was. 

On the ninth day I phoned from the visitors room and asked 
permission to visit my mother, Martha Johnston. "There is no 
one here by that name." "She has been there for well over a 
week,” I said. "Are you sure you have the right name?" "I guess 
I know my mother's name." "Well, I don't have any record of 
her ever having been here." "May I speak to your supervisor?" 

Mom was on a ward. There were seven other people on the 
ward including a 100-year-old lady who called out for her long 
dead husband, two large women having a snoring contest, two 
continual coughers and someone throwing up a lot. There 
were visitors and intravenous equipment and bubbling hu¬ 
midifiers. Mom's bed had raised bars at the sides and she was 
clinging to an outside bar and crying. "Where have you been," 
she said, ”1 called you and called you." She was totally confused 
and thought she was in a mental hospital. Her feet and hands 
were like ice and she wanted to know, "why mama and papa 
have not come." 

I was horrified. I tucked her into bed, requested another 
blanket, rubbed her feet, brushed her hair and soothed and 
reassusred her. "I don't know any of these people," she sobbed, 
"they are all strangers." Just as she finally drifted off to sleep 
a nurse came in with a wheelchair. "We are taking your mom 
for X-rays" she said brightly. "No you are not," I replied. "I 
want to speak to her doctor right now and I want her 
transferred back to Ponoka, tonight if possible." 

The moment mom was back in familiar surroundings and 
among people she knew she began to improve. Here at home 
she was, "Martha", "Mrs. Johnston", "Glen's wife”, "Marj and 
Dale's mother." She was not just a confused old lady, a number 
on a chart. Dad could call the Handi-Van and go up every day, 
Dale could drop in for lunch. Half the people on staff had gone 
to school with her children and grandchildren. A nurse popped 
into her room. "Hi Mrs. Johnston, do you remember me?" 
"Remember you," Mom replied, "I remember your Grand¬ 
mother." She lived for eight more years. 

If we lose the hospital in Didsbury a lot of people who 
worked and sacrificed and paid taxes are going to find them¬ 
selves far from their family, being cared for by strangers in a 
place where nobody knows their oame. There has to be some 
solution to this and the Town ot i > dsbury and the Task Force 
are the logical ones to find out what it is. Otherwise a lot of 
dear old grandmothers are going to suffer the same fate as my 
mom. And some of them will be you and me.
